THE SCREWS.

HIS SET SPEECH. 


In the Criminal Court this morning 
Guiteau made his opening specch as 
follows: “I hada very happy New 
Year yesterday and hope everybody 
else did. I had lots of visitors; high 
toned, middle toned and low toned; 
that takes them all in I believe. They 
expressed their opinion freely and none 
of them want me hung. They all, 
without dissent, expressed the opinion 
that I shall be acquitted.” 


FORTY TO FIFTY “CRANKS.,”’ 


It is understood that the defense in 
the Guiteau case will shortly introduce 
a new feature. So called “cranks,” 
numbering between forty and fifty, 
have been arrested here since Guiteau 
shot the President. Most of them have 
been sent to St. Elizabeth insane asylum 
on physician’s certificate. The physi- 
cians in each case will, it is said, be 
subpeenaed for the purpose of compar- 
ing those cases with Guiteau’s with the 
idea of demonstrating that if the com- 
mitments referred to were justly made 
Guiteau must be likewise insane. 


DR. GRAY GIVES HIS OPINION. 


‘On the opening of the court Scoville 
resumed the cross-cxamination of Dr. 
Gray. The witness in giving his opin-

ANCIENT EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Some of the Old-Time Romans Who 
Led Gay Lives. deer 


Crassas and Uxzsar—TIhe Emperor Probus— 
Tiberius the Miser—Caligula the Spend- 
thrift—Nero the Circusman. 


[From the Quarterly Review.) 

Crassus, when a candidate for the Con- 
sulship, gave a feast of 10,000 tables, to 
which all the citizens of Rome were indis- 
criminately invited. Crsar, to celebrate 
the funeral of a daughter, gave one of 
22,000 tables, with accommodation for 
three guests at each. This entertainment 
was repeated and exceeded for his triumph. 
He brought together more gladiators and 
wild beasts than were ever produced on 


any former occasionin an ampitheatre, 
but his exhibitions of this kind were ‘so 
completely outshone that it was a waste of 
time to dwell upon them. In. a document 
annexed to his testament, Augustus states 
as a title to public gratitude that he had 
exhibited 8,000 gladiators and brought 
more than 3,500 wild beasts to be killed in 
the circus. In the course of the festivities 
instituted by Titus to celebrate the open- 


were le} loose and killed by the gladiators. 
The Emperor Probus collected for a single 
show 100 lions, 100 lionesses, 100 Libyan 
and 100 Syrian leopards, 300 bears and 600 
gladiators. Having caused the circus to 
be planted with trees to resemble a forest, 
he let loose 1,000 ostriches, 1,000 stags, 
1,000 does and 1,000 boars, to be hunted 
by the populace, -who were to keep what- 
ever they could catch or kill. The fiercer 
animals were encountered by the gladia- 
tors. It does not appear how long this 
show lasted. 

Tiberius, whose life at Capri was a dis- 


ing money than spendingit, and he left an 
immense sum in the treasury, which his 
successor, Caligula, managed to dissipate 
in two years by extravagance of the most 
senseless kind. As if in rivalry of 
Cleopatra, he swallowed precious stones 
dissolved in vinegar, and caused his guests 
to be helped to gold [which they carried 
away] instead of bread and meat. One of 
his favorite amusements was showering 
money among the populace from the Bas- 
ilica of Julius Cesar. He built galleys of 
cedar, covered with jewelry, and large 
enough to contain vines and fruit trees, 
and had canals cut for them along the 
coast. The stable of his favorite horse, 
which he talked of naming Cousul, was of 
marble, the trough of ivory, the harness 
of purple, and the collar of pearls. The 
set of emeralds and pearls worn by one of 
his wives, Lollia Paulina, was valued at 
£400,000 sterling. 

The principal extravagance of Claudius 
was in public games. One of the shows 
organized for him was a naval combat on 
a lake, in which the galleys were manned 
by 19,000 men. He was fond of good 
cheer, and was in the habit of inviting 
himself to the tables of the rich. He 
came on one occasion with 600 persons in 
his train. 

It was to Nero that Tacitus applied the 
expression, ‘‘incredibilium  cupitor.”’ 
What he not only desired but achieved in 
the wav of cruelty and vice would be de- 
clared incredible it Roman history had not 
already shown wliat’fevolting atrocities 
may be conceived by a diseased imagina- 
tion and executed by irresponsible power. 
After the burning of the city, he gratified 
|his taste, in entire disregard of.the pro- 
prietors, in rebuilding it. He at once 
appropriated a number of the sites anda 
large portion of the public grounds for his 
new palace. The porticos, with their 
ranks of columns, were a mile long. The 
vestiblue was large enough to contain the 
the colossal statue of him, in silver and 
gold, 120 feet high, from which the colos- 
seum got its name. The interior was 
glided throughout, and adorned with ivory 
and mother-of-pearl. The ceilings of the 
dining-rooms were formed of movable 
tablets of ivory, which shed flowers and 
perfumes on the company; the principal 
saloon had a dome which, turning day and 
night, imitated the movements of the 
terrestrial bodies. When this palace was 
finished he exclaimed: ‘‘At last I am lodg- 
ed like a man.”” His diadem was valued 
at half'a million. His dresses, which he 
never wore twice, were stiff with embroid- 
ery and gold. Henever traveled with less 
than a thousand carriages. The mules 
were shod with silver, the muleteers cloth- 
ed with the finest wool, and the attendants 
wore bracelets and necklaces of gold. 
Five hundred she-asses followed his wife 
Poppwa in her progresses, to supply milk 
for her bath. e was fond of figuring in 
the circus'as a charioteer and in the thea- 
tre as a singer and actor. He prided him- 
self on being an artist, and when his pos- 
sible disposition was hinted at, he said 
that artists could never be in want. There 
was not a vice to which he was not given, 
nor a crime which he did not commit. 
Yet, the world, exclaims Suetonius, endur- 
ed this monster for 14 years; and he was 
popular with the multitude, who were 
dazzled by his magnificence and mistook 
his senseless profusion for liberality. On 
the anniversary of his death, during many 
years, they crowded to cover his tomb 
with flowers. 

The utmost excess in. gluttony was 
reached by Vitellus, who gave feasts at 
which 2,000 fishes and 7,000 birds were 
served up. He prided himself on his 
culinary genius, and laid every quarter of 
the empire under contribution to supply 
materials for a dish, which contained 
livers of mullet, brains of pheasants and 

acocks, tongues of flamingoes, roe of 

ampreys, etc. Tacitus states that he 
spent what would be tantamount to several 
millions sterling in less than eight months 
in eating or giving to eat. 


How and Where Poe Died. 


{From the Baltimore American, Dec. 18.] 


A few days ago a gentleman who intro- 
euced himself as Dr. J. R. Moran, from 
Fairfax Court house Va., called at the 
Custom house and asked to be allowed to 
investigate the archives in search of some 
papers: Inquiry proved that he was in 
1848-9 the manager of the old Washington 
Hospital, now the Church Home, on 
Broadway, and that he had come to find 
some papers which would prove that he 
occupied this position, and that he was 
there at the time of the death of Edgar 
Allan Poe. The doctor said that some of 
the Virginia papers had dug up an old and 
long-forgotten controversy in regard to 
the place of Poe’s death, and that they 
had called him to account for stating that 
the gifted but unfortunate author had 
died in Baltimore in a staté of delirium 
caused by excessive intoxication, and gave 
apparently good testimony to show that 
he had died a natural death in Richmond. 
Mr. Moran was unwilling to be thought 
mistaken in his statements on the subject. 
He knew Poe well, and was present at hi 
death. He had been picked up in a com 
tose condition from the gutter and was 
brought to the hospital, which was an in- 
stitution, formerly under the charge of 
Dr. Moran’s father. On application to 
Dr. Dowell, Auditor of the Custom house. 
he was enabled to have access to the index 
of the archives, and nei of the papers

ENORMOUS HOLE. 


A Kentucky Cavé that Rivais the 
Mammoth. 


[Litehfield Letter to Chicago Inter-Ocean.] 

There was discovered oh: Thursday 
last, on the farm of Evan Rogers, about 
one mile from the post office of this 
town, a cave that bids fair to rival, if 
not surpass, the world-renowned mam- 
moth eave of Kentucky. Back of Mr. 
Rogers’ house stands a high hill in 
which there are several small caves, 
one of them being used by the family 
asa cellar. Mr. Rogers, desiring ad- 
ditional room, conceived the idea of 
blasting out some rock in the rear. In 
doing so he struck a vast opening, and 
he was greatly astonished to find before 
him an immense cave, with avenues at 
least one hundred feet wide. Saddling 
his horse he rushed into town and com- 
municated the news of this great dis- 
covery to the astonished citizens. 
Torches were at once prepared, and he 
started back to explore the great mys- 
teries of the wonderful cave, accom- 
panied by well-known business men and 
county officers. 

Entering the cav,, they were at once 
greatly impressed with its grandeur. 
For. three long hours they explored its 
spacious avenues amidst its wonderful 
formations, without meéting a barrier 
to their. progress, until they came ‘to a 
wide, deep river, which they found con- 
tained vast schools of eyeless fish and 
other sightless wonders of the marine 
world.’ They retraced their steps, de- 
termined upon a complete exploration 
of the cave the following day. So the 
following day a much larger party en- 
tered the cave, accompanied by Survey- 
or John E. Stone, who took an accurate 
measurement of the distance they trav- 
ersed. They came to what seemed to 
the end of the main  ave- 
nue, after traveling a distance of 
fourteen miles, and it was near mid- 
night before they reached their homes. 
There are evidences on all sides that 
the cave was the abode of a prehirtoric 
race, and that that race was identified 
with the ancient Egyptian races, as can 
now be proved by the light which is 
given usin this very important discov- 
ery.

Remedy for burns and scalds: 2 Lime- } 


water 1 oz, almond oil 1 oz, glycerine 1 
oz. Apply with a soft rag. 

Whooping-cough remedy: Chloral 
12 grains, syrup of ipecac 1 oz, syrup 
of senega 4% oz, tar-water %40z. Tea- 
spoonful every three hours. 

Fricaseed chicken: Take a chicken 
nicely prepared and boil whole till ten- 
der, then cutit up and fry brown in 
butter or the fat of the chicken. Take 
the broth in which it was boiled and 
thicken it for gravy. : 

Baked Indian pudding: Scald three 
cupfuls of nice sweet milk; stir in a 
cupful of Indian meal; let it cool a lit- 
tle; add four eggs well beaten, a cup- 
ful each cold milk and raisins, a spoon- 
full of butter, a cupful sugar, 4 tea- 
spoonful salt.

Hermit cake: One cup butter and 
one and one-half cups sugar, whites of 
three eggs, one-half teaspoonfull soda, 
one nutineg, one teaspoonful each kind 
of spice, one-quarter pound raisins or 
currants. Mix with flour hard enough 
to roll. Cut insmall thin cakes. These 
will keep three months. 

Mrs. Wilkins’ tea cake: Beat two 
eggs well; add a cupful of sugar and 
beat; a half-cupful cream; a cupful and 
a half. flour, with a teaspoonful cream 
tartar and a half teaspoonful soda sift- 
ed through it. Beat well together; add 
a pinch of salt and a little lemon or 
other flavor.

Mecting of the Trustees and Busi- 
ness Transacted. 


Semi-Annual Session of the Board—Commu- 
nications Recelved—Keport of the 
Executive Committee.

The State Board of Normal School 
Trustees met in an adjourned meeting 
of the semi-annual session yesterday 
afternoon at the Normal School build- 
ing. Present, Trustees Evans, Camp- 
bell, Denman and Beans, and ©. H. 
Allen, Secretary. The first named oc- 
cupied the chair. . 

e minutes of previous meetings 
were read. Upon suggestion of Trus- 
tee Beans the minutes relating to build- 
ing the fence around the Normal 
grounds were changed to make them 
more fully comport with the contract, 
after which they were adopted as a 
whole. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 


The following communications were 
received and referred: 

From Mrs. M. A. Hamm, asking for 
position in the school; from W. H. Ba- 
ker of Los Angeles for a professorship 
in mathematics; from Addie C. Murray, 
for a permanent situation as teacher in 
the school; from Mrs. F. P. Carpenter, 
of San Francisco, asking the privilege 
to share in the insurance on the Normal 
School building; from John T. Colahan, 
fora portion of the insurance on both 
building and furniture; from A. H. Mc- 
Donald, for some of the insurance on 
the building; McLellan Bros. made the 
same request; from John Riley, asking 
to be appointed foreman of the improve- 
ment on Normal School grounds. 

Mrs. Washburn and Miss Scott peti- 
tioned the Board to extend their leaves 
of absence to five months. Granted. 

A communication was read from Su- 
perintendent Kent, of the Branch Nor- 
mal School, stating that the basement 
walls of the building were up about 
three feet, and that work was progress- 
ing satisfactorily. 

An offer being made to supply the 
water for irrigating purposes at the 
Branch Normal School for $1 per day, 
it was accepted. 

The to furnish five stone 
doorsills for the Branch Normal, each 
four feet in length and twenty inches 
wide, for $25, was accepted. 

Professor Allen was authorized to ad- 


vertise for sealed bids for plumbing and 


the stair work of the Branch Normal 
School. The advertisements were to be 
published in one paper in Los Angeles, 
the San Francisco Chronicle, and one 
paper in San Jose. 

By order of the Board $100-was placed 
at the disposal of Superintendent Kent, 
with which to pay off the hands of the 
Branch Normal School who may desire 
to quit work or are discharged.

FACT OR FICTION. 


A Horrible Mormon Crime—The Blood 
Atoning Room.

her legs and arms were severed. The 
sons were compelled to stand by and 
witness this dreadful slaughter of their 
mother. They were then released and 
given twenty-four hours to get out of 
the territory, which was then an im- 
possibility. The sons went directly to 


the house of a friend, to whom they 


related the butchery of their mother, 
and getting a package of provisions 
they started; but on the following 
morning they were both dead—they 
had met the Danites.

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The Pur Trade—Pricés of Choice Skins in the 
London Market—A Bonanza to 
the Fur Companies. 


Alaska is pre-eminently a far country— 
the natural home of wild animals of the 
fur-bearing sort, both land and sea-going; 
and thé country is so vast in extent, so 
remote (that is to say, so fur off), so im- 
penetrable, inhospitable, and sparsely 
settled, even by aboriginals, that it is des- 
tined to long remain afur country. The 
history of the fur business there is sub- 
stantially a history of Alaska. It would 
make a long story. 

The range of fur-bearing animals, in 
both habitat and variety, is of course very 
great. The land fur trade, though cover- 
ing the most territory, employing the 
most people, and embracing by far the 
larger variety of animals, is insignificant 
in value when compared with the fur-seal 
and sea otter trade. The principal land 
animals hunted for their furs I will enu- 
merate rather in the order of the value of 
their skins than according to their respec- 
tive numbers, They are: the land otter, 
marten, fox (red, cross, silver and black), 
black bear, beaver, mink, lynx, wolverine, 
grey wolf, black wolf, reindeer, moose, 
and musquash (muskrat). The common 
bear of the country is a brown or cinna- 
mon party, with patched and harsh fur. 
The grizzly 1s ‘‘around,’’ too, but is not 
often hunted. They say it is because he 
is rarely lost. The white polar bear is 
found in the Arctic, and feeds on granu- 
lated icebergs and polar explorers. The 
black fox, so rare as to be almost unknown, 
brings a fancy price—as much as $200 or 
$300 sometimes. The silver fox, only 


1,000 or 1,100 skins of which are taken 
annually in the whole country, brings a 
high price, too—from $50 to $75 in the 
London market. 

SHIPMENTS BY LAND AND SEA. 


The shipments of land furs by the two 
companies competing for the 
trade in Alaska were approximately as fol- 
lows in 1880: marten, 9,300; fox, 8,000; 
bear, 790; beaver, 3,800; mink, 18,700— 
total, in round numbers, 40,000 skins. 
These peltries represent a value of $80,- 
000 to $100,000. sides these shipments 


‘furs wore obtained by whalers to the value 


of as much more. 

The musquash (muskrat), which used 
to be. taken in vast numbers, no longer 
has commercial value of note, ten of the 
skins being worth no more than one bea- 
ver skin, the value of which, in trade, is 
about 30 cents. ) 

The catch of sea otters has increased 
from about 2,000 by the Russians in for- 
mer years to between 5,000 and 6,000 in re- 
cent years, under the American occupa- 
tion; and yet, contrary to what might be 
expected, the supply seems to hold out. 

Sea otter skins were the great object of 
desire by the Russians, and the search for 
them is what originally drew the great 
Russian Bear and his cubs to Russian 
America. Soon after the discovery of the 
Pribylor Islands, in the latter part of the 
last century, as many as 5,000 sea otter 
skins were taken in a single year from St. 
Paul’s Island. They were soon maslukka. 
It was not till later that attention was 
turned to the fur seal. 

The sea otter is a very valuable skin, as 
high as $35 being paid the native hunters 
for choice ones. The best of them bring 
£40—$200—in London. The 5,700 skins 
taken last year represent a value of con- 


. siderably more than half a million dollars 


in that market, to which nearly all Alaska 
furs go. This animal is exceedingly shy, 
wary, and hard to take. It is captured in 
kelp beds, which it frequents, and where 
it is clubbed or speared by the native hunt- 
ers, or taken by surf shooting. It is pro- 
tected by law during certain months of 
the year, but anybody is free to hunt it 
within the limits of the statute. There is 
no monopoly of the sea oiter hunting 
grounds and no government tax on their 
skins, as in the case of the fur seal. The 
same is true as to all other fur bearing 
animals in Alaska, with this single excep- 
tion. But the right of hunting and tak- 
ing the animals is confined and secured to 
the native people by law. There are no 
longer any sca otters at or about the Fur 
Seal Isiands, the animal having been ex- 
terminated or driven therefrom long be- 
for our purchase of the country. 


VALUABLE SKINS. 


The fur-seal trade is more valuable than 
that of all other furs combined. The catch 
is confined to the two islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, in Behring Sea, north of 
the Aleutian chain. These small islands 
are the only known resorts of the fur-seal 
in all Alaska, and are indeed among the 
yery few spots on the whole globe where 
this valuable sea mammal-is found. and 
taken in any considerable numbers. Dur- 
ing What is known as ‘‘the sealing season’’ 
from June to October, inclusive, the island 
shores and adjacent waters literally swarm 
with seals of all ages and classes, from a 
10-pound puling pup toa big 700-pound 
bull, the lord of the harem and the boss 
polygamist of the age. The seal life is 
protected by law, and the killing regulated 
and restricted in the same manner, and 
also by regulations established by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, under whose 
authority the islands were leased in 1870, 
for twenty years, to the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company, they being the highest bid- 
ders. They are required to pay roundly 
for the privilege—a yearly rental of 555,- 
000, and a tax of $2.62% on cach sealskin 
taken and shipped from the islands under 
their lease. The highest number of skins 
which they are permitted by law to take 
in any one year is 100,000, the tax on 
which amounts to $262,500, which added 
to the rental of $55,000, makes an annual 
Government revenue of $317,500 derived 
from those two little spots of land in that 
remote sea, 

The business is highly profitable to the 
lessees. They have managed it well and 
control the world’s market in sealskins. 
The prices of prime skins—the only kind 
they take—have for several years ruled at 
from $12 to $16 each in the London mar- 
ket, so that the whole annual catch repre- 
sents a gross money value closely approxi- 
mating a million and a half of dollars.

DEATH TO THE LINNETS. 


A Novel Way of Ridding the Or- 
chards of the Little Pests. — 


Mr. G. V. D. Brand, of Pomona, who 
has been troubled by the linnets stripping 
the fruit buds from his orchard trees, 
writes us, under date of Dec. 31, 1881, as 
to his manner of disposing of the little 
pests, as follows: 


“This morning I cut three or four ap- 
ples into halves, put on a little strychnine 
and stuck the pieces in the tops of fruit 
trees. This evening I counted twenty-nine 
little birds—al) linnets—lying under the 
trees.” 

He also says of the remedy recommend- 
ed by Mr. Dougherty, of Pasadena: 
‘Other parties went out with a lantern 
two or three nights and held the lantern 
near orange trees, when the birds came 
flying at the light and were easily killed. 
They killed about three hundred and sev- 
enty-five birds in a few evenings.”’

stairs is converted into commodious sleep- 
ing rooms. The stable part is made to 
hold a large number of horses, the stalls 
are five feet wide, solidly and strongly 
built of 2x6 inch Oregon .pine, and are 
supplied with racks for hay, splendidly ar- 
ranged, and the whole is well ventilated. 
Over .the stable in the loft there is room 
for over 50 tons of hay. The building took 
some 50,000 feet of lumber. The lot on’ 
which it stands is 75x250 feet. The owners 
intend erecting a large wing for custom 
wagons, buggies, etc., to be nicely floored 
with two-inch planks. When this is all 
done this will doubtless be the most com- 
plete property of the kind in the State, as 
it is now the largest and most commodious 
stable in the city. The proprietors are 
men of considerable energy and enterprise 
and are well known as excellent caterers 
and managers of horseflesh, very attentive 
to their business, accommodating to their 
customers and worthy of the success they 
have attained.

CALIFORNIA. 
A Cheering Outlook for the Present 


A Review of the Past—Interesting Statistics 
—Wonderful Increase in Exports of 
Wheat and Other Products. 


(8, F. Chronicle, Jannary.1.) 

The le of Calif though 
justly roud of their State, have 
itherto rather boasted of its promise 
than its performance. Its mountains, 
valleys, climate, ical luxuriance 
and variety of production, have all 
had their share of local praise, and, 
we may add, of alien oe, org for 
our anthems of self-gratulation have 
invariably been sustained and swelled 
by the admiration of those who have 
been our occusional guests. Those 
who examine the compendious exhibit 
of our trade and resources will agree 
with us that the time has come when 
we can, with just pride, speak of that 
which we have accomplished. To do 
all this we had to overcome many diffi- 
culties. Nature placed this favored 
region on the distant edge of a great 
continent. When California became a 


us and the nearest resorts of com- 


Then the 


united to the railways, rivers and mar- 
kets of the East. Our valleys secmed 
barren; we found they would grow 
the finest wheat in the world. Some 
inferior kinds of grape had been cul- 
tivated in the monastic period;~we 
found that our soil was suited to every 
variety of vine known to the tropics 
or temperate zones. 

The fruit grown in the Mexican 
province were multiplied in kind, and 
infinitely increased in quantity. Now 
our wheat’ flelds, orchards, and vine- 
yards extend in almost unbroken suc- 
cession: for, many hundred miles, di- 
verging from the broad valleys to the 
canyons and hillsides. To the culture 
of these crops has been added that of 
many vegetable productions of minor 
importance, whose aggregate is an im- 
portant addition to the resources of the 
State. Manufactures came later. 


CAPITAL WAS REQUIRED 


To prosecute them, and competition 
from the East was at first overwhelm- 
ing. They naturally began with such 
articles of iron as were absolutely 
needed to carry on tht industries of 
the coast, and were afterward extended 
to include shoes, clothing, furniture, 
glassware, woolen s and many 
other things of less importance. Now 
they are of great promise. We have 
the raw material in boundless variety, 
and as new markets are developed on 
this coast, in Asia, and the islands of 
the Pacific, and labor becomes abund- 
ant, we shall be able to furnish every- 
thing that man needs for his comfort 
and convenience, and at prices that 
will enable us to compete with coun- 
tries that have hitherto commanded 
the trade of the world. — 

We have over.two thousand miles of 
completed railroad,.-with prespective 
extensions, which, within thagnext year 
or two, will probably far exceed a 
thousand miles. Our ocean lines, 
which are furnished with excellent 
steamers, connect us directly or indi- 
rectly with every port of consequence 
on the Pacific and Indian oceans. The 
round trips, counting the distant ter- 
mini alone, and not the intermedial 
ports, cover an aggregate of over 50,- 
000 miles. Our trade by steamer and 
rail is constantly extending. The 
good? carried by the Central and 
Southern Pacific railroads from San 
Francisco and interior points for the 
eleven months of the year ending No- 
vember 30, 1881, exceeded thuse car- 
ried by these roads for the same period 
of 1880 by 71,290,760 pounds. Our 
merchandise exports for 1881 are many 
millions in excess of those of 1880. 


OUR WHEAT SHIPMENTS 


Were never so great ‘as during the last 
year. Our shipments of wine were 
1,110,500 pounds from San Francisco, 
8,337,110 pounds from Sacramento, 
18,100 pounds from San Jose,and 490,- 
550 pounds from Los§gAngeles. The 
export of grapes is included among 
fresh fruits. Of raisins, made from 
native grapes, there were sent from 
Sacramento, 817,900 pounds; from 
Marysville, 20,000, and from Los An- 
geles, 22,000. The export of 145,000 
pounds from San Francisco is largely 
made up of the domestic product. Of 
brandy, chiefly home made, there were 
exported from San Francisco 590,090 

unds, and from Los Angeles 213,680. 

s a piut, wine measure, approximates 
a@ pound, the value of these liquid ex- 
poits can be estimated in gallons with 
reasonable accuracy. We are sending 
abroad every year an increasing quan- 
tity of green, dried and canned fruits. 
Our canneries are among the largest in 
the world. Our exports of green fruits 
from San Francisco and other eprinci- 
pal towns were, during the period 
mentioned, 11,381,684 pounds; of dried 
fruits, 1,916,310 pounds; of canned 
goods (principally fruits), 17,988,806 
pounds. The export of flour from the 
State was large. Of other important 
specialties exported we may mention 
‘barley, beans, borax, hides, machinery, 
nuts, whale oils, coal oils, quicksilver, 
various ores, antimony, powder, pota- 
toes, furs, whalebone, honey, hops, 
and lumber. And all 
these totals, though so large, but im- 
perfectly represent the productive 
capacity of the State. 


LEGITIMATE BUSINESS. 


The last year has been characterized 
by an increase of commercial good 
sense among us. People have been in 
less haste to get rich. The opinion has 
been_ gradually spreading that specula- 
tion % stocks is not the only means of 
making money. The mining business 
has inclined more and more towards 
legitimate methods. Farming and 
fruit raising have become more hon- 
orable. ‘The rotation of crops is grow- 


: 


of worn-out wheat lands are being 
planted in fruit and vine, It has been 
proved that cotton raised in California 
yields better, and is equal to the best 
in the Southern States. The 
cotton manufacture only awaits capi- 
tal to become one of our most import- 
ant branches of industry. Our iron 
interests are rapidly increasing, and 
there is every prospect that our vast. 
deposits of iron ore, which are scat- 
tered along the Sierra from Shasta to 
San Bernardino, will ere long be in a 
fair way to be utilized. Our State is 
the richest in the Union in useful min- 
erals. To say nothing of gold, silver 
and quicksilver, which are staples, we 
have in the State every variety of build- 
ing stone, handsome marbles in enex- 
haustible quantity, iron, lead, tin, an- 
timony, coal, sulphur, platinum, zinc, 
magnesium, and every other mineral, 
simple or compound, which can be 
made useful. e have also cvery veg- 
etable product which enters, into use- 
ful manufacture. No region of the 
world could so well afford to be iso- 
lated and thrown entirely on its own 
resources as the State of California. 

We have done much, but much more 
remains to be done. We have got rid 
of many bad habits, but some still in- 
here in our social and political system. 
We have laid firmly the foundations 
of a great State. We are architects of 
our own fortunes as a commonwealth 
as well as individuals. 


OUR RESOURCES 


Are the stones with which we are to 
build the structure. Apropos of this, 
we may suggest that our cities should 
be constructed of more endaring ma- 
terials, of which we have such a super- 
fluity. Thereby we should economize 
our forests, which are being ravaged at 
the expense of the future. We have a 
vast amount of idle capital which 
might profitably be employed in de- 
veloping our manufactures, and our 
mines and quarries of useful mine- 
rals. Small capitalists, who are unoc- 
cupied in the city, would be more use- 
ful to the world and happier if they 
emigrated to some of the beautiful 
valleys of the State, made pleasant 
homes, and added to the world’s val- 
ues. That is what some are doing, 
and more might follow their example 
with advantage. We have in San 
Francisco too large an army of non- 
producers. It is impossible, however, 
that any number of drones in the hive 
can prevent our future greatness.8 They 
can only delay our material advance- 
ment, which must be still onward until 
California, having fully developed its 
unparalleled resources and supporting 
a population of several millions, takes 
her place among the wealthiest. States 
of a country already acknowledged to 
be the greatest of the world.
